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Brakes go on 
golden mile^

BOY racers have been banned from cruising 
along Southend’s famous sea front. 

Thousands of people have enjoyed loudly pop¬ 
ping exhausts from the colourful customised cars 
at the unauthorised events for decades. 

Southend transport bosses have put their foot 
down and secured an injunction against the 
events that, they say, are putting lives at risk. 

Hundreds of youngsters regularly cruise the 
Western Esplanade in the evenings at the week¬ 
end, proudly showing off their precious wheels. 

The council said people get to know about the 
meetings from social media sites. 

The lads say they are gutted the council has put 
the brakes on their fun. 

They invest time and money into lovingly mod¬ 
ifying their motors to show off to crowds who 
congregate along the golden mile eager to see the 
showy motors. 

Car cruise fan. Matt, 22, from London said 
Southend was the best place for custom car meet¬ 
ings. 

He said: “There's no way the council would 
ever give these events the green light.” 

Another 19-year-old cruiser from Basildon 
who did not wish to be named said: “I am 
absolutely gutted, we are not doing anyone any 
harm. Southend is famous for car cruising, it has 
been and always will be, the best spot for miles 
around.” 

The ban includes racing, riding in convoy, 
speeding, and drifting which is driving sideways

around traffic islands. Anyone caught filming or 
even watching the car cruising activity could face 
the long arm of the law. 

The High Court injunction forbids any car- 
cruise events anywhere across the borough until 
September 2016. 

The council said the meetings “bypass the 
establish procedures for holding public events”. 

Councillor Martin Terry, executive councillor 
for public protection, waste and transport, said 
the council is working with Essex Police to stop 
the events. 

They have seen reckless driving along Western 
Esplanade as crowds line the pavements. 

He said: “This type of activity involves plans 
being drawn up and reviewed by the local author¬ 
ity, emergency services and other partner agen¬ 
cies, so events are safely managed and appropri¬ 
ately resourced. 

“Anyone who organises such an event now does 
so at their own peril and we will not be shy in 
bringing the full force of the law to bear.” 

Police say the gatherings are fuelled by 
Hollywood blockbuster movies.

HEARTLESS thieves have 
stolen cash earmarked for sick 
adults and children following a 
break-in during the early hours 
of Wednesday morning. 

Shaken staff at Havens 
Charity shop in West Street, 
said they were shocked thieves 
could take money meant to 
help vulnerable people. 

Staff told the YA the back 
door was forced open and the 
safe broken into, cash taken 
and the rest of the contents 
scattered over the floor. 

A collection tin was also 
taken, along with the till's float. 

Staff said they were fed up 
with the number of break ins 


the shop has suffered lately and 
have even put a sign up asking 
thieves to think about who they 
are stealing from. 

The sign reads, “If you are 
reading this and have broken in 
to the shop, you are stealing 
from adults and children who 
are seriously ill. Every penny 
you take will be less that goes 
towards caring for these people 
and their families. Please th ink 
again about your actions. 
Thank you.” 

The sign was discarded on 
the floor by the thieves. 

The shop closed while police 
inspected the scene. It’s not yet 
known how much it will cost to 


replace the safe and back door. 

Assistant shop manager 
Vanessa Seymour said: “To 
cause all this damage for little 
over £50 is just senseless. It’s 
upsetting to think the thieves 
saw our sign and completely 
disregarded it. By doing so, 
they have shown no compas¬ 
sion for the families we are car¬ 
ing for who rely on the care our 
charity provides.”

A FORMER Basildon MP 
has denied murdering young 
boys as part of a ‘‘VIP pae¬ 
dophile gang”. 

Harvey Proctor, 68, is 
accused of abusing children 
with former Prime Minister 
Ted Heath and former Home 
Secretary Leon Brittan, at sex 
parties attended by Jimmy 
Savile. 

He held a press conference 
in London on Tuesday to 
deny the “unbelievable” alle¬ 
gations. 

Mr Proctor said police were 
investigating him in connec¬ 
tion with the alleged murders 
of three young boys during 
the early 1980s, while he was 
Tory MP for Basildon and 
then Billericay. 

But he claimed no mur¬ 
dered children had been iden¬ 
tified and the “uncorroborat¬ 
ed” allegations stemmed from 
a single accuser, named 
“Nick” by police. 

Mr Proctor said “Nick” had 
accused him of stabbing a boy 
with a kitchen knife for 40 
minutes before strangling 
him. He is also alleged to 
have helped beat another boy 
to death. 

He said: “It is so far-fetched 
as to be unbelievable. It is 
unbelievable because it is not 
true.” 

Mr Proctor said he was 
accused of abusing children 
in the home of alleged 
accomplices, including some 
he had never even met. 

He said: “I have not visited 
the homes of any of the 
‘gang’. The list included the 
names of the late Leon 
Brittan and the late Edward

Heath. If it was not so serious, 
it would be laughable.” 

He said he and Mr Heath 
despised each other. Mr 
Proctor’s home was raided in 
March. He has never been 
arrested but has given two 
voluntary police interviews. 

He criticised police for 
allowing him to be identified, 
while granting “Nick” 
anonymity and for publicly 
describing his claims as 
“credible and true”. 

Mr Proctor described the

allegations as “ludicrous” but 
said he believed “inept” 
police feared “cover-up” 
claims if the case was 
dropped. 

He said: “I deny all and 
each of the allegations in turn 
and in detail. I am completely 
innocent.” 

The Met Police refused to 
comment.

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Life-saving officers 
win praise from chief 



HEROIC police officers 
have received commenda¬ 
tions for saving the lives of 
people in Essex. 

One rookie constable 
saved a life on his first shift 
with the force. 

PC Luke Gamman was 
among several officers 
rewarded at a ceremony at 
Essex Police Headquarters 
in Chelmsford on Friday. 

He received a commen¬ 
dation for reviving a 
woman who was found 
unconscious at Rochford 
train station, where it was 
thought without the offi¬ 
cers’ actions the woman 
would have died. 

The incident happened 
while he was under the 
tutelage of PC John 
Skingsley, who also 
received a commendation 
for his part in saving the 
woman’s life. 

PC Gamman said: “I was 
pretty nervous anyway 
because it was my first day, 
but the training kicked in 
and we managed to help the 
lady regain consciousness. 
I’m just pleased that we 
were able to help”. 

Sgt Ben Woollard, who is 
stationed in Basildon, saved 
a man while he was off duty 


playing in a football match 
in Rochford. One of the 
players collapsed with a 
suspected heart attack and 
Sgt Woollard performed 
CPR on him until para¬ 
medics arrived. 

It was later established 
that the man was fortunate 
to have survived. 

Four Shoeburyness offi¬ 
cers, Sgt Tracey Butt and 
PCs David Gardiner, 
Tracey Cornish and Sharon 


Blaxland were recognised 
for saving the life of a 
woman who had suffered a 
suspected heart attack in 
the back of a taxi. They got 
the woman out of the cab 
and gave her life-saving 
CPR until paramedics 
arrived. They remained 
with her family providing 
support, assistance and 
reassurance. 

Four Southend officers, 
PCs Anthony Brackett, 


Blake Sanders, Luke 
Williams and Lindsay 
Wigington attempted to 
save a Westcliff man who 
was trying to take his own 
life. They administered 
CPR to the man until para¬ 
medics arrived to take him 
to hospital. Sadly, he later 
died. 

PCs Christopher Lodge, 
James Shelton and Edward 
Stretton, based in Grays, 
were commended for their 


decisive action, quick¬ 
thinking and professional¬ 
ism when they brought a 
woman back down to safety 
from fencing across the 
Dartford River Crossing. 

Southend officer PC 
Shane Robinson was 
praised for his compassion 
in leading a distressed 
woman to safety from the 
roof of Southend hospital.

Chief Constable Stephen 
Kavanagh presented the 
commendations, one of the 
highest honours a Chief 
Constable can give. 

He said: “Leadership is 
not about rank or insignia - 
it’s what we carry inside.”

PrimeTime film review 



ME AND EARL AND THE 
DYING GIRL (12A, 105 mins) 

T he good die young and 
that seems to be the 
inevitable outcome of 
Alfonso Gomez-Rejon's 
beguiling and intensely mov¬ 
ing screen adaptation of 
Jesse Andrews' debut novel. 

A teenage girl is diagnosed 
with cancer, classmates offer 
their heartfelt sympathy and 
one childhood friend sacri¬ 
fices his studies to support 
her through chemotherapy. 

There are obvious similari¬ 
ties to The Fault In Our 
Stars, but while that film had 
audiences sniffling from the 
opening frame, Me And Earl 
And The Dying Girl mines a 
rich vein of offbeat humour 
to stem the deluge of tears. 

"This isn't a touching 
romantic story," confides 
Greg Gaines (Thomas 
Mann), the socially awkward 
high school student and 
narrator of Gomez-Rejon's 
remarkable film. 

To some extent he's right: 
there's no boy meets girl 
cuteness here, no stolen 
kisses or wish fulfilment 
about the healing power of 
nascent love. 

But his story is deeply 
affecting, recounted as a 
scrapbook of bittersweet 
vignettes and stop-motion 


animation, accompanied 
with self-explanatory 
onscreen captions like "Day 
1 Of Doomed Friendship". 

At the behest of his par¬ 
ents (Connie Britton, Nick 
Offerman), Greg visits 
estranged childhood friend 
Rachel Kushner (Olivia 
Cooke), who has been diag¬ 
nosed with leukaemia. 

"I don't need your stupid 
pity so please go," she tells 
him coldly, but Greg persists 
to placate his meddlesome 
folks. 

A faltering friendship takes 
root, to the delight of 
Rachel's boozy mother 
(Molly Shannon). 

In order to impress his high 
school crush, Madison 
(Katherine C Hughes), Greg 
agrees to make a film for 
Rachel with his partner in cre¬ 
ative crime, Earl (RJ Cyler). 

They have been producing 
charming homages for years 
including A Sockwork 
Orange, Senior Citizen Kane 
and Anatomy Of A Burger. 

The pressure to deliver a 
masterpiece weighs heavily 
on Greg, creating friction 
with Rachel, who doesn't 
want to be surrounded by 
negativity. 

"You can go back to your 
life of being invisible, 
detached and self-hating," 
she sobs. 


Me And Earl And The 
Dying Girl is a beautifully 
judged rites of passage 
drama, that eschews mawk¬ 
ishness and emotional 
manipulation in favour of a 
richly detailed portrait of 
adolescent dreams in crisis. 

Gomez-Rejon's whimsical 
visual flourishes are a con¬ 
stant delight, perfectly 
reflecting Greg's love of 
classic cinema and his pen¬ 
chant for homemade props. 

The film is punctuated by 
numerous moments of 
unexpected humour, like 
when Greg says something 
thoughtless and insensitive 
to Rachel, and stares at a 
poster on her wall of a 
Hollywood hunk dressed as 
an iconic comic book super¬ 
hero. 

"I'm damned if I'm letting a 
punk like you waltz in here 
and stupid the place up," 
growls the character disap¬ 
provingly. 

Mann doesn't strike a false 
note in the tricky lead role, 
gelling naturally with Cyler 
and Cooke. 

"This isn't a sappy love 
story," Greg emphasises, in 
case we had forgotten. 

No it's something far more 
precious, fragile, haunting 
and life-affirming than that.

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A ncient woodland and nat¬ 
ural grassland offer a haven 
for wildlife and visitors at 
Hutton Country Park. 

The nature reserve, owned by 
Brentwood Borough Counoil for 
the past 18 years and managed as 
a oonservation area, has blos¬ 
somed into a plaoe where you oan 
enjoy a pleasant stroll and get 
oloser to nature. 

Nestled between arable land and 
urban expansion, the park oon- 
tains a large area of natural grass¬ 
land, patohes of anoient woodland, 
ponds and wetland. 

Covering 36 heotares, with the 
River Wid at its northern border, 
the reserve is split into two parts 
by a railway line, with oattle graz¬ 
ing from April to Ootober. 

In the 1970s, when the area of 
the park was part of a farm, bul- 
looks and sheep would have 
grazed muoh of the site. 

While the layout of the fields 
remains, it same under threat as 
the site was almost lost to devel¬ 
opment several times. 

Plans for housing and oommer- 
oial units, and even a link road 
aoross the fields, threatened the 
site in the 1970s and 1980s. 

While another development oom- 
pany purohased the site it

remained unohanged and 
Brentwood Borough Counoil 
aoquired it in 1997. 

Over the years the oounoil’s 
oountryside management servioe 
has planted hedgerows, reintro- 
duoed grazing oattle, improved 
aooess and maintained ditoh sys¬ 
tems, and oontinues to support it 
with a team of volunteers who help 
to maintain parks and open 
spaoes throughout the borough. 

Anoient, semi-natural woodland 
oan be found to the east of the 
park, whioh is home to mainly oak 
and hornbeam. 

Between April and May the 
woodland, whioh is split into two 
seotors - the oounoil-owned 
Collins Shaw wood and an private¬ 
ly owned area - is eovered with a 
stunning display of bluebells. 

A single path runs through the 
woodland, while other paths run 
throughout the site inoluding a 
publio right of way that runs from 
Wash Road to Goodwood Avenue. 

Muoh of the nature reserve is 
oovered with semi-natural grass¬ 
land that is out and grazed to sus¬ 


There are no faoilities at the park 
but there are surfaoed paths near 
the Wash Road entranoe, suitable 
for pushohairs and wheelohairs, 
and benohes at regular intervals. 

A small oar park is in Wash 
Road, Hutton, opposite the indus¬ 
trial areas, and there is a pedestri¬ 
an aooess to the site from Sun ray 
Avenue and Goodwood Avenue.

Ford B-Max baby MPV comes of age 



By Chris Russon 


FORD has transformed its B-MAX 
baby MPV with the introduction of 
a new diesel engine that is lean 
and mean. 

It takes the diesel B-MAX into 
the tax-free zone for the first time 
and gives the practical five-seater 
a theoretical range close to 700 
miles on a single tank. 

As such the 95ps 1.5-litre B- 
MAX TDCI becomes the most 
economical model in the line-up 
with an official fuel return of 
74.3mpg. The new engine is avail¬ 
able in Zetec, Titanium and 
Titanium X trims with prices rang¬ 
ing from £16,925 to £19,325. 

It is an uprated version of the 

1.5- litre diesel Ford has used in 
the B-MAX since its launch three 
years ago but the extra 20ps 
makes all the difference. 

Mid-range power is plentiful from 
anywhere in the five-speed box 
and delivers a 0 to 60 acceleration 
time of 13.0 seconds topping out 
at lOSmph. 

That makes it the quickest diesel 
B-MAX - outperforming even the 

1.6- litre engines which come with 
more power. 

Not only is the new 1.5 great to 


drive but it is also very economical 
and averaged close on 60 to the 
gallon in everyday conditions. 

Noise levels on the road are 
acceptably low and the ride is 
without fault, as is the case with 
any small Ford. 


Compared to alternatives from 
Fiat and Mini the Ford fares well 
and is competitively priced. 

Ford has also fitted the new 
engine in the Focus and another 
version - boosted to 120ps - is 
coming on stream in the latest C- 


MAX models. In the smaller B- 
MAX frame the 1.5 diesel drops 
C02 emissions to 98g/km making 
it the most fuel efficient version 
available, exempt from road tax 
and with a 17 per cent banding for 
business drivers. 


With its sliding side doors - just 
like Ford fits to the seven-seat 
Grand C-MAX - the B-MAX 
remains very user-friendly and a 
fold-flat front passenger seat 
makes for excellent load carrying 
with boot space ranging from 318 
to 1,386 litres - quite astonishing 
for a car which measures only 13ft 
4ins in length. 

The Titanium model we tried 
costs from £18,125 and comes 
with air conditioning and cruise 
control as standard as well as 
electric windows all round. 

Factor in some extras including 
sat nav at £400 and a rear view 
camera for £600 and the final cost 
came to £19,825. 

The cabin is well thought out 
with plenty of onboard storage 
space and the overall design 
makes for a good amount of pas¬ 
senger space. 

Five adults on board is not that 
much of a squeeze but the B-MAX 
comes into its own with its sliding 
doors and no centre pillar which 
makes access incredibly easy. 

The B-MAX is a very easy car to 
live with and although relatively 
small on the outside, it is a first 
class all-rounder for the average 
family.

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BLUES WAITING 
FOR FIRST WIN 


Southend United 


Coventry City 2 
Southend United 2 
By Rowland Lyons 
at the Ricoh Arena 

SOUTHEND went mighty close to 
picking up their first win of the new 
season in an entertaining clash in 
front of the live TV cameras. 

First-half Noel Hunt and David 
Mooney strikes put the Blues in the 
driving seat after Reda Johnson had 
put the Sky Blues ahead. 

But despite Daniel Bentley saving 
Adam Armstrong’s second-half 
penalty, Southend had to settle for a 
point when Sam Ricketts squared 
the contest. 

Boss Phil Brown made two 
changes from the recent Swindon 
home reverse and Mooney earned a 
recall, with Brighton loanee Glen 
Rea making his debut at centre-half 

In arguably their best display of 
the new season. Brown’s men took 
the game to their hosts and before 
Johnson’s opener the Blues should 
have been out of sight with Mooney, 
Hunt and Will Atkinson failing to 
capitalise from decent goalscoring 
positions. 

The Sky Blues then took a 33rd 
minute lead when Johnson fired 
home after the visitors failed to 
clear their lines from a disputed 
Jacob Murphy flag-kick, that 
appeared not to have been deflected 
behind by a Southend player. 

But in a difficult start to the sea¬ 
son, the Shrimpers’ fighting spirit 
has never been in question and with¬ 
in two minutes Hunt levelled with a 
fine close range header from a Ben 
Coker cross. 

The Blues were now in the ascen¬ 


dancy and on 40 minutes David 
Worrall drew a clumsy foul from 
Aaron Phillips and Mooney duly 
converted from the spot - despite 
Lee Burge’s best efforts deflecting 
the driven penalty kick high into his 
own net. 

Buoyed by his first goal for the 
club, Mooney went agonisingly 
close to grabbing a second, before 
skipper John White nearly got in on 
the act, only to see his effort foiled. 

As expected, Southend had to 
withstand heavy Sky Blues’ pres¬ 
sure straight after the break and the 
home side should have levelled 
within seven minutes when Ryan 
Leonard felled skipper Sam Rick¬ 
etts close on goal. 

But Bentley underlined why he 
has attracted interest from Champi¬ 
onship level in this transfer window 
and guessed right to make a superb 
one-handed stop from Adam Arm¬ 
strong’s penalty kick. 

Having piled on the pressure after 
Armstrong’s penalty miss, Coventry 
finally levelled on 72 minutes when 
Ricketts rose highest and glanced 
home Murphy’s comer kick. 

Not satisfied with Ricketts’s lev¬ 
eller, Southend’s goal continued to 
be under siege and Murphy almost 
got in the act with a 79th minute 
drive that Bentley did well to tip 
over, before former Orient favourite 
Romain Vincelot was inches wide 
with an angled drive. 

Coventry were then comfortably 
kept at bay until the fifth minute of 
stoppage time when Bentley capped 
a fine display with another superb 
stop to deny Armstrong an unde¬ 
served winner. 

Brown reflected: “We were hang¬ 
ing on in the second-half - some¬ 


thing we shouldn’t have been doing 
with all the first-half chances we 
had created. How Mooney and 
White have missed those chances I 
don’t know. 

“But we put bodies on the line in 
both halves and when needed we 
have one of the best keepers in the 
division. But it was disappointing to 
concede goals to two centre-halves. 

“If anyone thinks Dan Bentley 
doesn’t want to play for this football 
club, then look at his performance 
today. The point meant a lot to him. 

“1 don’t really care who gets the 
goals, but it’s nice to see two of the 
main men who were brought in get 
goals and it’s also nice to get some¬ 
thing from the game. Coventry are a 
good side, but we deserved the point 
due to the endeavour, the desire and 
the work rate to get something from 
the game. 

“The more goals David Mooney 
gets for me, the better. But, we came 
to Ricoh tonight and got 10 shots on 
target and their keeper had to make 
saves - honours shared and it’s a big 
point for us. 

“We showed a lot of character and 
when the back line was breached, 
we had a top class goalkeeper. And, 
coming to the Ricoh you have to put 
the big crowd and stadium on the 
back burner and play football - as 
we did tonight.
